Chichester, England, July 13— 


(AP)—Pastor Martin Niemoller of 
Berlin, ex U-boat captain and anti- 
Nazi leader, demanded today that 
world protestants act to halt dis- 
mantling of German war plants. 


"Dismantling is a crime against 


humanity," he said. 


Dr. Niemoller 
addressed 
the 


central council of the 44-nation 
world council of churches in a six- 
day conference here on world 
church problems. 


He told the delegates that there 


are 12,000,000 Germans in west- 
ern Germany from the nation's 
eastern provinces and that present 


j German 
industrial 
installations 


cannot absorb them. 


"It is the duty of the world 


council of churches to look after 
this matter," he said. "Dismant- 
ling is a crime against humanity.

Washington, July 13.—(AP)—Once more in a deeply serious mo- 


ment of its history the nation holds its breath as two giants, the Steel- 
workers and the steel industry, get braced for struggle. 


Turn back the pages of the history book a moment... 
It was a cold, gray, snowy day, the striking steelworkeri §et up 


their picket lines and began their endless, slow, shuffling, circling 
around. 


They had built small fires near 


their line ,of march around the 
gates of the steel mills at Pitts- 
burgh. Every once in a while a 
pipket dropped out of line to warm 
his hands and bones by a fire. 


The day was Jan. 21, 1946. 
It 


was the first day, the start, of 
the big postwar steel strike. I was 
there and saw it begin. The whole 
nation was watching. 


A Tragic Chapter 


At that time, I wrote that this 


might be the start of a tragic 
chapter in American history, for 
America at that moment was try- 
ing to reconvert to peace. 


Steel was then, and is now, the 


heart and backbone of the Ameri- 
can economy. Steel was basic, it 
was needed everywhere to get the 
country going on the high road 
to great peacetime prosperity. 


But a steel strike, if it lasted 


long, could push the whole econ- 


Truman and his council- of eco- 
nomic advisers reported, that the 
economy i« slipping, that unem- 
ployment has increased to around 
4,000,000, or double what it was 
a year ago. 


Further, the economists 
look 


for things to get worse before 
they get better. 
They seem to 


think they will get better if — 


There's more business invest- 


ment, more business 
expansion, 


more employment, which means 
more people with money to spend. 


But a steel strike, coming at 


such a serious time, would have 
just the opposite effect. 


The strikers alone would mean 


about another 1,000,000 unemploy- 
ed. If the strike comes, and lasts 
long, thousands upon 
thousands 


of other men will be thrown into 
idleness when their 
companies, 


which depend on steel, shut down
